“TScreen For New scholarship - 


Program To Be Big Job For State 


NEW SCHOLARSHIPS 

Screening an estimated 20,000 fo 
25,000 applicants for Michigan's 
first state-supported scholarship 
program poses a big job for one of 
the smallest government agencies. 

The Michigan Higher Education 
Assistance Authority distributed a- 
bout 300 scholarships under a pri- 
vate funds-guarantee program in 
slightly over two years. 

Now plans call for the Authority 
to award 1,000 college aids by fall. 
A total of $500,000 was appropri 
ated for the scholarships by the 
Legislature. 


s . 

Applicants will first he narrowed 
down to about 7,50¢ through consi- 
deration of the various available 
intelligence tests. Then, partly on 
a statewide basis and partially on 
the basis of legislative districts, the 
‘financial need of individual students 
will be considered. © 

Scholarships are expected to ay- 
erage around $500, said Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction Lynn 
M. Bartlett, who serves as chair- 
man of the Authority. The maxi- 
mum allowance in the 1964 legisla- 
tive act is $000 per student per 
year. 

Students who finally receive the 
scholarships will have their choice 
of many institutions. All-accredited 
colleges and universities in Mich- 
igan, 47° if all including private 
institutions and some community 

colleges, are eligible-for use of me 
scholarships. :
